We believe that bimetallism that rellos 
on two metals for money^e a better policy 
than one that relies on only one metal. 
We do not protend to say that the intelli- 
gence of mankind may not find a better 
system than both of them, bu» we do My 
that to demonetise either of theso metals 
a step backward aud not a step forward. 
Bimetallism Is the right to use either 
gold or silver as primary money. Thus 
under such a law, if our trade relations or 
the laws ot other nations take our gold 
we have silver, and no serious

ciple applies It our silver should leave us

Under this blmetalllo law the debtor 
had the option as to which of the two met- 
als he would pay In.

Tho demand was thus applied 
to the metal that was most plentiful. If 
silver beoame the cheaper by a slight fluc- 
tuation, the demand was thrown on It, 
thus restoring the parity between the two 
metals. If gold was the cheaper. It was 
used, and the demand brought It baok. 
There is no better recognized principle 
than the law of supply and demand regu- 
lating values. It was the law to whloh 
bimetallism was adjusted, and to make It 
self operative the option was given to 
the debtor, who would always put the de- 
mand on the more aocessible or cheaper 
metal, and this prevented any material 
□ uotuutlou In the commercial value of the 
two metals. 

We have had the effect of this law in the 
official reports of governments for 300 
years prior to lo73, and tho fluctuation, 
one dollar as compared with the other, was 
never to exceed 3 por cent. 

What Sixteen to One Means. 
Under this law, with us, 371 grains of 
pare silver were put In a dollar and 23 1-5 
grains of pure gold were pub In a dollar,

They say that the stamp of the govern- 
ment on a metal does not odd to its value.

Money is made 
by law. The demand for silver adds to 
its value, and its competition with gold as 
money takes away from the value of gold.

The answer Is this: By that act silver 
was made legal tender only in the sense 
that greenbacks are full legal tender. It 
was left crippled by limited coinage. Free

metals. Nor was full legal 
to It. A clause wns Inserted, "Unless 
otherwise provided in the contract." This 
gave the money power an opportunity to 
continue their war on silver. The country 
was flooded with Dotes for you to sign, 
payable in gold, and when the law thus 
conferred the option on the creditor as to 
which metal he would demand another 
law in bimetallism was violated. Where 
before 1S73 the debtor having the option, 
gave it to the weaker metal, and thus 
maintained the commercial parity, the 
Bland-Allison aot gave the option to the 
creditor, who would always demand the 
dearer metal, and the dealer It became 
the more apt he would be to demand it. 
Instead of the government dictating what 
was money, by this act the creditor was 
allowed to dictate, and since then the 
money lenders have bound this country 
and its people up in billions of dollars' 
worth of bonds, notes and mortgages pay- 
able in gold. The debtor, as a rule, has 
no option when he goes to sign a note for 
borrowed money. At such a time money 
is such a necessity to htm that he Is putty 
in the hands of the money lendor. 

Nor does he, as a rule, know that he Is 
assist ing in piling the demand on gold and 
further increasing Its value. He la hopeful 
and expects the tomorrow to take care of 
Itself. When he goea to pay the debt, he 
finds that dollars have risen and that 
prices have fallun and that he has to give 
up more of his property than ever in ex- 
change for gold or Its equivalent.
